There is one im portant differ­ 
en ce between the Senate’s curren t 
inquiry and the broader *nd p er 
haps m ore exhaustive study of la­ 
bor unions made by Congress in 
1947 as a prelude to the Taft-H art 
ley act. 
The top labor federation 
lea d e n are in support of the inves­ 
tigation's purposes. They are rang­ 
ed on the side of law against cor­ 
rupt or dubious practices of any 
kind. 


In 1947 their attitude too often 
teem ed to be that unioins could 
do no wrong, or. at any rate, the 
unions them selves were best qual­ 
ified to correct any wrongs with­ 
out the help of federal law. 


Today they appear to accept the 
notion that the great unions, like 
the great corporations, are affect­ 
ed with a public interest 
They 
must be responsibly m anaged and 
carefully controlled to assure that 
that interest is kept constantly in 
eight.

Moral Training One ol Most Urgent 
Problems, High School Principals Say

WASHINGTON OB—High school 


principals in all parts of the na­ 
tion regard the moral training of 
teen-age youths as one of their 
most urgent problems, a United 
Press poll disclosed today. 
But principals who participated 


in the poll had a wide variety of 
ideas on how ethical and spiritual 
value* can be taught effectively in 
public schools. 
They were sharply divided on 


what 
role religion 
should play. 
Some strongly favored non-sectari­ 
an religious observances and ob­ 
jective teaching about religion as 
part of the school program 
Oth 


ers contended that religion must 
be excluded entirely from public 
school efforts to develop high mor­ 
al character in students 


The poll was conducted among 


40 principals selected at random 
among delegates to this week’s 
annual convention of the National 
Association of Secondary School 
Principals 
Every section of the 


nation was represented among the 
respondents. 
The first question was whether 


public high schools should make a 
"special effort" to teach 
moral 


and spiritual values. 
Twenty-six principals rated this 


task "imperative.” Thirteen chose 
the term, "desirable ” Only one 
said it is "unnecessary.” 
Each principal was then asked to 


outline briefly what his school is 
now doing in this field 


Four replied that no particular 


effort is being made. The other 36 
principals reported a wide variety 
of programs. 
Religious observances of

type were listed by 13 principals as 
an integral part of the moral guid 
ance activities of their schools 
Morning devotional*, featuring Bi 
hie reading and prayer, were the
